According  to  Confidential  Informant  T-6,  Professor  S«  RALPH  HARLOW,  Smith 
College,  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  in  19  UU  appealed  to  former  Governor 
THOMAS  E.  DEWEY,  State  of  New  York,  for  executive  clemency  in  behalf  of 
MORRIS  U.  SCHAPPES.  According  to  the  informant.  Professor  HARLOW  appealed 
to  Governor  DETOY  for  executive  clemency  in  behalf  of  SCHAPPES  for  both 
himself,  individually,  and  also  as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Religion, 
Smith  College,  Northampton,  Massachusetts. 


MORRIS  U.  SCHAPPES  was  a  Professor  of  the  City  College  of 
New  York  and  a  self -admitted  former  member  of  the  Communist 
Party.  In  19hl  in  connection  with  the  Rapp-Coudert 
Committee  investigation  of  Communist  activities  in 
New  York  schools  SCHAPPES  was  convicted  of  perjury. 

SCHAPPES*  case  was  appealed  and  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court  on  November  22,  19lt3  refused  to  review  the 
case.  Accordingly  in  19li3  SCHAPPES  began  to  serve 
his  sentence  in  Sing  Sing  Prison.

The  records  of  the  University  of  California  reflect  that  ALEXANDER 
MEIKLEJOHN  was  born  February  3,  1872  at  Rochdale, .England,  and  resides 
at  1525  LaLoma  Avenue,  Berkeley,  California.  He  was  83  years  old 
February  3,  1955  and  is  retired  Professor  Emeritus,  University  of 
California,  Berkeley  Law  School.  The  records  reflect  that  MEIKLEHOHN 
was  formerly  President  of  Amhurst  College  and  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
and  respected  former  professors  of  the  University  of  California  in  Berkeley.

On  January  18,  1955?  Confidential  Informant  T-13  provided  a  twelve  page 
pamphlet,  a  publication  of  PEP,  J489  Ocean  Avenue/ West  Haven,.  Connecticut, 
entitled  "The  Illusion  of  Security"  by  GEORGE  F.^KEipAN.  The  pamphlet 
reflects  the  contents  to  be  a  speech  presented  before  an  unidentified 
graduating  class. 


KENNAN  spoke  of  two  matters  which  cause  him  anxiety 5  the  first  relating 
to  foreign  affairs}  and  the  second  to  our  internal  situation. 

Regarding  the  first  anxiety  KENNAN  said  he  has  never  taken  an  alarmist  view 
of  the  nature  of  our  conflict  with  Soviet  power.  Yet,  in  recent  months 
he  said  he  had  witnessed  with  increasing  dismay  what  seemed  to  be  the 
progressive  neglect  or  rejection,  or  disappearance  of  the  more  hopeful 
possibilities  for  making  progress  in  this  problem  by  peaceful  means.  He 
indicated  that  many  people  in  our  country  have  been  pressed  relentlessly 
into  states  of  mind  where  they  can  see  no  solution  to  these  difficulties 
at  all,  and  even  no  end  to  them,  except  in  the  horrors  of  atomic  war. 
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emphasized  that  today  it  is  subjective  factors  -  factors 
lating  to  the  state  of  mind  of  many  of  our  own  people  -  rather 
v'an  external  circumstances,  that  seem  to  constitute  the  most 
alarming  component  of  our  situation.  He  said  "It  is  such  things 
as  the  lack  of  flexibility  in  outlqok,  the  stubborn  complacency 
about  ourselves  and  our  society,  the  frequent  compulsion  to  extremism, 
the  persistent  demand  for  absolute  solutions,  the  unwillingness  to 
accept  the. normal  long-term  ’hazards  and  inconveniences  of  great  power  — 
it  is  these  things  in  the  American  character  that  give  added  gravity 
to  a  situation  -which  would  in  any  case  beg’ave  enough...." 

Of  the  second  anxiety  KENNAN  indicated  that  we  have  witnessed 
the  spectacle  of  many  millions  of  Americans  unable  to  put  in  its 
place  and  to  assess  with  any  degree  of  balance  and  equanimity  the 
time-honored  and  unexceptional  phenomenon  of  foreign  political 
activity,  intrigue,  and  espionage  in  our  midst  -  a  phenomenon  which  no 
great  power  has  ever  been  spared  throughout  the  course  of  human  history, 
and  from  which  surely  no  other  great  power  is  immune  today.  He  said  that 
under  the  sign  of  this  weakness  we  have  seen  our  public  life  debauched, 
faith  in  distinguished  fellow  citizens  systematically  undermined  and 
private  philanthropic  foundations  recklessly  attacked. 

KENNAN  wondered  if  an  appreciable  portion  of  our  difficulty  has  not 
been  a  philosophic  error  to  which  Americans  are  prone  -  the  peculiar 
form  of  American  extremism  which  holds  it  possible  that  there  should 
be  such  a  thing  as  total  security  and  attaches  overriding  importance 
to  it.  He  said  a  foreign  policy  aimed  at  the  achievement  of  total 
'security  is  entirely  capable  of  bringing  this  country  to  a  point  where  it 
will  have  no  security  at  all.  He  said  "...  a  ruthless,  reckless  insistence 
on  attempting  to  stanp  out  everything  that  could  conceivably  constitute 
a  reflection  of  improper  foreign  influence;  in  our  national  life,  regardless 
of  the  actual  damage  it  is  doing  or  the  cost  of  eliminating  it,  in  terms 
of  other  American  values. . .could  reduce  us  all  to  a  point  where  the 
independence  we  are  seeking  to  defend  would  be  meaningless  to  ourselves, 
for  we  would  be  doing  things  to  ourselves  as  vicious  and  tyrannical  as 
any  that  might  be  brought  to  us  from  outside." 

KENNAN  indicated  that  thp  heart  of  our  problem  lies  in  our  assessment  of 
the  relative  importance  of  the  various  dangers  among  which  we  move;  and 
until  we  can  understand  that  what  we  have  to  do  is  not  secure  a  total 
absence  of  danger  but  to  balance  peril  against  peril  and  to  find  the 
tolerable  degree  of  ea jjh,  we  shall  not  wholly  emerge  from  these  confusions.
